third ward. 
Members oi the school boe rd, whose ! 
terms expire, are I. L. Taylor, treas­ 
urer, and George P. Black, secretary. 
Continuing members of the board of 
education are A. B. Plank, president;) 
H. B. Bender, vice president, and | 
Mahlon P. Hartwell. 
Members of council 
who 
retain 
their seats are William A. Miller, first 
ward; C. E. Tawney, second ward, end 
J. E. Snyder, third ward. 
Prospects of a lively struggle for 
the office of high constable here were 
foreshadowed by the filing of nomi-j 
nating papers on behalf of George 
B. Aughinbaugh, York street, the in­ 
cumbent, and Officer A. V. Weikert, 
Railroad street, who made an unsuc­ 
cessful effort to wrest the position 
from Aughinbaugh four years ago in 
a sticker campaign, conducted at the 
election. 
Officer Weikert has gone Constable 
Aughinbaugh one better this time bv 
filing a petition for the Democratic 
as well as the Republican nomination. 
Weikert is listed as a Republican. 
Gettysburg’s two justices of the 
peace, J. L. Hill and J. U. Appier, 
both elected for six-year terms, con­ 
tinue in office.

The International Motorcade 
The coming International Mo­ 
torcade from Atlanta, Georgia, to 
Quebec places before Gettysburg 
a duty and an opportunity. 
About IO o’clock on the morning 
of Saturday, September IO, there 
will arrive in Gettysburg a motor­ 
cade numbering from 50 to IOO 
cars including in its personnel 
governors, senators, city and civic 
officials as well as prominent busi­ 
ness people of half a dozen south­ 
ern states, 
They will have left Winchester, 
Virginia, early that morning and 
their night destination will be 
Williamsport. 
They 
will have 
been onthe road for five days and 
will 
have 
passed 
through six 
states and many cities and towns 
at all of which places they will 
have been royally entertained. 
Gettysburg will be the official 
entry of this party of prominent 
southerners into the North and 
into Pennsylvania and it is fitting 
that Pennsylvania’s official wel­ 
come reception should take place 
here. 
The reception will not be with­ 
out similarity to the Fiftieth An­ 
niversary Reunion in 1913 for it 
will be the welcoming of the south 
to the north and the renewal of 
fraternal bonds and friendships 
of 62 years standing. 
The visitors’ time in Gettysburg 
for the purpose of touring the 
battlefields 
is 
limited 
to two 
hours, as they will be less than 
half- way toward their Canadian 
objective. 
As custodians of the Nation s 
Greatest Shrine it is Gettysburg’* 
duty to welcome and entertain 
this visiting caravan to the limit 
of its ability. 
Gettysburg’s position has been 
clearly defined with the announce­ 
ment that a state reception is to 
Uke place here. The designation 
of this prominent and strategic 
position makes our duty just as 
clear. 
It is the intention of John F. 
Lytton, of Williamsport, Pennsyl­ 
vania state president of the Ap­ 
palachian Scenic Highway, “to 
give that motorcade such a recep-

In an interview given to reporters 
yesterday Mr. Francis gave his for­ 
mulae for his longevity:

In this connection—our duty 
and obligation is also clear.

great opportunities for G ettys­ 
burg. 
A year ago the Chamber of 
Commerce wrote the governor of 
each southern state represented 
here in 1863 with regard to the 
erection of state memorials on 
the battlefields. 
Each reply was 
favorable but Immediate action 
was then impossible because the 
various legislatures were out of 
session. 
Since then one southern state— 
North Carolina—has, on that sug­ 
gestion, passed an appropriation 
of $50,000 and appointed commis­ 
sions to select a site and design 
for a North Carolina State Memo­ 
rial at Gettysburg. 
The governors and legislators 
of many of the other southern 
states now having sim ilar action 
under advisement will either be in 
the party personally or by proxy 
and it is natural to assume th at 
their impressions of G ettysburg 
will have a bearing on the final 
action of their respective states in 
this m atter. 
In addition to this phase, the 
publicity 
value th at has been 
already and w’ill continue to be de­ 
rived from this motorcade is in­ 
estimable. Every channel of pub­

ringed 
planet Saturn will be a conspicuous 
feature in the southern sky during the 
month of July. 
It is easily found 
in the constellation Scorpio above the 
brilliant rod star Antares. 
Saturn is now H(M) million miles 
from us. 
Nearly SO years is re­ 
quired to complete its circuit around 
the sun, so that in a single month its 
position among the stars does 
not 
change greatly. 
Next to Jupiter, Saturn is the larg­ 
est of the planets, having a diameter 
of 74,000 miles. 
It is further re­ 
markable because of its rings, nine 
satellites 
and its low density—only 
two-thirds that*of water. 
Th:* great 
planet would float like a cork, if there 
were a pond big enough to float it. 
Is Beautiful Sight 
Through the telescope, Saturn is a 
beautiful object. 
By many it is con­ 
sidered the most spectacular of the 
heavenly bodies. 
The rings and sev­ 
eral of the satellites are plainly visible 
in a telescope no larger than three 
•nt hes in aperture. 
Saturn.s rings are probably swarms 
of small solid pieces ‘ like 
meteors 
which - revolve around the planet in 
the plane of its equator, and which 
shine as the planet doe* by reflected 
sunlight. 
Although they are 173,- 
000 miles across, the rings are only a 


few miles thick. 
Consequently when 


I they 
are 
viewed 
edgewise 
they 
disappear even 
jn 
powerful 
tele­ 
scopes. 
The opportunity to see the 
rings on edge occurs every 15 years. 
The last occasion wois in 1922. 
This 
year the rings are tilted for a favor­ 
able view. 
History of Rings 
The history of Saturn’s rings is ob­ 
scure. 
Whether 
they represent a 
satellite spoiled in the making we do 
not know. 
It may be that they are 
the chance survival of rings which 
once encircled the planets generally, 
including the earth. 
However that 
may be, the rings of Saturn are now 
unique as far as we know. 
The constellation Scorpio itself is 
worth finding, and once found it will 
not he readily forgotten. It suggests 
a scorpion w-ith a formidable curved 
sting, if one allows his imagination 
i little latitude. 
On July 15 it ap­ 
pears due south in the evening as soon 
us the sky becomes dark. 
Scorpio 
i- one of the twelve constellations of 
the zodiac through which the sun ap­ 
pears to move annually. 
‘‘Rival or Mar*" 
Antares, the "rival of Mars,” so 
named bocau e of its red color, is the 
brightest star of Scorpio. 
It is also 
the largest known star. 
As every­ 
one knows, the stars are enormous 
self-luminous spheres of gas like the 
sun, whose diameter is nearly a mil­ 
lion miles. 
But Antares is a super- 
on. 
Its diameter is 450 
million 
miles. 
It is interesting to compare the star 
Antares with the neighboring planet 
Saturn. 
The star twinkles, while 
the planet shines with a steady light. 
Absence of twinkling j* characteristic 
of the larger planets, as one may ob­ 
serve by turning west 
toward 
the 
bright evening planet Venus.
